THE “ WHITE PLAGUE” DECLINES. 
The hum an race has done a good many 
rather notable things in the early p art of the 
twentieth century. It has some sp lendid achiev e­ 
ments to its credit. 
One of the v ery finest, ov er­ 
look ed by most of us, has been its steady, win­ 
ning fight against the disease of tuberculosis. 
The p rogress of this fight is set forth in an 
article in the current Harp er’s Magazine by Dr. 
Louis I. Dublin. 
At the beginning of the century, he p oints 
out, the death rate for tuberculosis in the regis­ 
tration states of the United tates was 195 p er 
100,000 of the p op ulation. This m eant that ap ­ 
p roximately two p eop le 
out of ev ery thousand 
died from tuberculosis ev ery year. 
By 1910, howev er, the death rate in the same 
area had 
drop p ed to 164 — a decline, 
in ten 
years, of ov er 15 p er cent. 
By 1920 tlie-rate had fallen to 112 — a drop 
of more than 32 p er cent, or ov er twice as fast 
as in the p receding decade. 
Most amazing of all, by 1926, the rate had 
drop p ed to 84 p er 100,000 — considerably less 
than half of the rate for 1900. 
This achiev ement 
is as 
encouraging 
and 
noteworthy as 
anything medical 
science has 
done. At the dawn of the century, tuberculosis 
was one of the greatest scourges the 'race had. 
It was dreadfully common, and once it took hold 
there was little that could be done to check it. 
Now, howev er, Dr. Dublin, after surv eying 
the statistics, announces that “the time has ar­ 
riv ed when we may look forward to the v irtual 
elimination of tuberculosis as a major p roblem in 
p ublic health.” 
There remains, of course, another angle of 
the thing to be considered. 
As the tuberculosis 
death rate has declined, the death rates for 
other diseases hav e risen. 
Cancer and organic 
diseases of the hearl, to mention two, k ill far 
more p eop le now than they did three decades 
ago. 
Medical science is coming close to the so­ 
lution of one p roblem, only to find another one 
on its hands. 
For a good many years to come it 
will hav e p lenty of p uzzles to solv e.

He raised one and fired into

His two sons, who were 
in the room, Lowell, aged 21, 
and Kermit, aged 18, overpow- 
ered their father and took the 
guns away from him. 


Sheriff L. M. Coons was called. 


.Rees offered no resistance and 
was taken to the county jail. 
Coroner Lowell M. Green was 
also called and after a prelim- 
inary investigation was prepar- 
ing to take his testimony in the 
case today. 


Rees, as far as his incoherent 


statements could be pieced to- 
gether, had believed that the 
only cure for his illness could 
be found in heaven. Through 
love for his family he had want- 
ed to take them with him, and 
had decided to kill the entire 
household and then commit sui- 
cide so that they could all ba to- 
gether on the other side. 


The first shot snuffed out the

TIJE "WHITE PLAGUE" DECLINES. 


The human .race has done a good many 


rather notable things in the early part of the 
twentieth century. It has sojne splendid achieve- 
ments to its credit. One of the very finest, over- 
looked by most of us, has been its steady, win- 
ning fight against the disease of tuberculosis. 


The progress of this fight is set forth in. an 


article in the current Harper's Magazine by Dr. 
Louis I. Dublin. 
, 


At the beginning of the century, he points 


out, the death rate for,tuberculosis in the regis- 
tration, states of the United tates was 195 per 
100,000 of the population. This meant that ap- 
proximately two people out of every thousand 
died ffom-tuberculosis every year/ 


By 1910, however, the death rate in the same 


area had dropped to 164 — a decline, in ten 
years, of over 15 per cent. 


By 1920 the-rate had fallen to 112 — a drop 


of more than 32 per cent, or over twice as fast 
as in the preceding decade. 


Most amazing ,of all, by 1926, the rate had 


dropped to 84 per 100,000 — considerably less 
than half of the rate for 1900. 


This achievement is as encouraging and 


noteworthy as anything medical science has 
done. At the dawn of the century, tuberculosis 
was one of the greatest scourges the race had. 
It was dreadfully common, and once it took hold 
there was little that could be done to check it. 


Now, however, Dr. Dublin, after surveying 


the statistics, announces that "the time has ar- 
rived when we may look forward to the virtual 
elimination of tuberculosis as a major problem in 
public health." 


There remains, of course, another angle of 


the thing to be considered. As the tuberculosis 
death rate has declined, the death rates for 
other diseases have risen. 
Cancer and organic 


diseases of the neart, to mention two, Jtill far 
more people now than they did three' decades 
ago. Medical science is coming close to the so- 
lution of one problem, only to find another/one 
on its hands. For a good" many years to come it 
will have plenty of puzzles to solve.
